Branding Ihe demonstration firo- 
posed by the Student Strike Com- 
mlttte as "the offsprihg p( an un- 
holy Union of old-fashioned coun- 
try reyjvals to show thik they, like 
the milled Student of other univer- 
sities. will listen to almost any- 
thing,/ C T. R. Bohannon, speak- 
ing for the Student Anti^trike 
Committee Sunday accepted the 
challenge of the Strike Committee 
to debate the right and advisability 
of a strike against war. 

His acceptance of the challenge

Speaking on ‘The Spirit of Eng- ' 
Hah Democracy." Dr. Loewe out- 
lined the thought and philosophy 
of English government and life as 
he has observed them. Throughout 
his address he stressed the fact 
that "there exists in England a 
kind of social conformity. This con- 
formity seems to be a voluntary 
general life-pattern, code of behav- 
ior. U is this which has mad? 
democracy possible in a capitalistic 
nation." . ^ 

Singularly surprising to an Am- 
erican audience was the statement 
made by Dr. Loewe that in Eng- 
land there has^ nQt existed the^ 
kpirlt of cul-tliroat competition, 
present in American and European 
counUies. "English society worl<*. 
ndt on the Idea of Individualism, 
f^but onithat of fraternity." 

"But certain signs of social 
change in England are approach- 
ing,” warned Dr. Loewa. "A new 
hind of injelligencia is being postu- 
lated, organization and industrial- 
ization are slowly working their 
; change, parliament is becoming a 
‘yes’ and ‘no' group rather than 
one of oompromlse. and the ad- 
ministration of government policies 
are beginning to look bureaucrat- 
ic," The final question of his ad- 
dress ’‘Can English Democracy be 
maintadned under these new cOn- 
ditlonsr' remained unanswered. 
"Perhaps," It .was suggested, "a 
new form of jwlltical organization
